MOOMAW OPTIMISTIC
OVER FOREIGN DEAL

Fresh from London and the thrills of
Zeppelin reids, 8. B. Moomaw, general
European agent of the Apple
Association and other mlunt apples
sales agencies thro
west, arrived here last week for his
annual conference with loeal shippers.
Mr. Moomaw is the largest dis
of American boxed apples in Earope,
and despite the chaotic conditions at-
tendant on the European war has by
his close study of the workings of the
foreign market succeded in the past
m: in placing at handsome prices

,000 boxes of the Northwest's fruit

abroad. Seventy five per cent of the
spples handled by the foreign agent
were ahipped by the local Association.
The total tonnage sent abroad last
year from the Northwest reached 428,
665 boxes. ‘**More than 50 per cent of
this,”” says Mr. Moomaw, ‘‘was con-
sumed in the British Isles.”
Mr. Moomaw is optimistic over the
p!olreu of next year and states that
so far as he can jndr by present indi-
cations the consumption of fruit abroad
will be limited not by any embargo
that may be laid by the British govern-
ment, but more because of the limita-
tions of shipping facilities.
